Enrollments 

As has been repeated frequently, both in the pages of 
these reports and in all other communications of your 
school department, the enrollments in the Scarborough 
Schools are increasing at a rate exceeded by few com- 
munities within the state. This situation represents the 
major problem confronting your school administration, 
and also the town as a whole. Below is presented a tabu- 
lation of the actual enrollment in the various schools, 
by grades, as of January 1, 1950. This is followed by a 
tabulation of gross enrollments for the previous three 
years, as well as the projected enrollment calculated as 
of January 1, 1951.

A study of the above figures, representing the number 
of children actually in daily attendance, will demon- 
strate that, as smaller classes are graduated from the 
12th grade, the larger enrollments of lower grades will 
gradually work up through the system, aggravating the 
already crowded conditions in the classrooms.

The specific way 
in which this may or can be done will not be treated 
in a report of this nature, but will be presented to the 
town at a later date, either by the school department 
or by a committee of citizens.

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Building Maintenance 


The program of maintaining the school buildings, 
begun several years ago, has been continued throughout 
the past year. This has resulted in a gradual over-all 
improvement in the condition of the buildings, with 
special attention being given to the protection of the 
town’s property from the elements, as well as to the 
health and safety of the pupils housed therein. An 
example of one measure which combined the foregoing 
considerations was the enclosing of the boiler room in 
the Oak Hill Primary School. The inspector for the State 
Commissioner of Insurance notified the school depart- 
ment, officially, that the boiler area must be enclosed 
in fire resistant material or that approval of the build- 
ing would be withheld. The work was done in a Satis- 
factory manner by members of our regular mainte- 
nance staff at a very low figure. A number of smaller 
jobs of similar nature have been done through the year, 
and several more are scheduled for the coming year. 


Transportation 


As in previous years, the transportation of Scarbor- 
ough pupils between their homes and their schools con- 
tinues to be a major problem. Because of the great 
geographical area of the town, the need for conveyance 
is much more acute than in most communities of the 
state. Nearly 70 per cent of all elementary pupils are 
conveyed, either by the town owned buses, or at town 
expense by the Boston and Maine buses. 


The addition of one new large bus to the town’s 


equipment last spring has relieved the situation a great 
deal, but the increasing enrollments are rapidly off- 
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setting this relief. As may be noted from a study of the 
enroliment figures, the increase has already taken up 
approximately one half of the new unit’s potential 
carrying capacity with elementary pupils alone. The 
increase which is to take place in September 1950 will 
take up the remaining capacity. From the figures we 
now have, it is apparent that little or no room will re- 
main on the town-owned buses for high school pupils 
next year. The school department deplores this situa- 
tion as it affects the high school pupils, but does not 
see what else it will be able to do in the matter. 


An added consideration in this field is that prudent 
management demands replacement of the oldest bus 
now owned by the town. This bus is the 1941 Studebaker 
now operating in the Dunstan area. It has the smallest 
capacity of any bus in the town, 45, and in addition is 
becoming very expensive to maintain in good mechan- 
ical condition. The school department plans to replace 
this unit with a new 65 passenger bus which should at 
the same time increase our carrying capacity and de- 
crease the expenses of operation. 


Evaluation 


The standardized testing program which was begun 
three years ago has been somewhat expanded and im- 
proved. It is now possible to compare the achievement 
of any child in Scarborough Schools against standards 
determined by achievement of children through the 
nation. The testing program begins in Grade 3, goes 
through alternate years in the elementary grades and 
through consecutive years in the secondary grades. 
This has enabled the teachers to analyze each child’s 
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needs, and within the facilities available, to plan work 
which will meet these needs. 


Partly as a result of the testing program, and partly 
as a result of general recognition that nothing in edu- 
cation can stand still very long, a number of teacher 
committees and parent teacher committees are study- 
ing various phases of the school program. Subjects 
upon which committees are actively working at the 
present are: report cards, social studies, library reading 
lists, science curriculum, and mathematics curriculum. 
Congratulations are to be extended, both to the teachers 
and interested parents who are putting in time far in 
excess of the call of duty in the attempt to improve our 
offerings in these fields. 


Finance 


Because of the fact that the state’s contribution to 
education was reduced during the year just closed, and 
that the legislature is at present engaged in special 
session to determine what to do about it. there are sev- 
eral questions concerning the potential financing of 
the department which cannot be answered at the pres- 
ent moment. The general picture, however, is as follows. 


The school department has been able to live well 
within its last appropriation. A balance of $5,421.83 is 
carried forward to the year 1950-1951 in the School 
Maintenance Account. This is, however, not all clear 
and available balance, since approximately $4,800.00 of 
it represents accrued salaries due to the teachers who 
elected to be paid in twenty-six bi-weekly payments in- 
stead of the twenty payments heretofore customary. In 
the Proposed Budget for 1950-1951, a reserve of $800.00 
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is set up with which to meet this contingency. The fig- 
ure was held at this level because of the desire of the 
school department not to exceed the appropriation re- 
quest of last year. If and when additional state moneys 
may be coming to the town, it is proposed that part of 
these moneys be earmarked for the purpose of increas- 
ing this reserve figure. 


A study of the Budget request will reveal that the 
“Special Education” account carried last year is no 
longer in the Budget. This change has been made be- 
cause of the new law passed by the last legislature 
which removed the distinction between ordinary aca- 
demic teachers and those working in the fields of phys- 
ical education and the industrial arts. Provisions for 
this education are now made in the regular Mainte- 
nance Budget. 


Attention should be called to the fact that your school 
department is educating 78 more pupils than last win- 
ter, and that the figures available show an increase of 
an additional 10% next September. To meet these con- 
ditions, it is planned to operate two additional elemen- 
tary classrooms. The Budget includes provision for this 
necessary expansion, without any increase in the over- 
all appropriation requested. This has been possible be- 
cause the increase in appropriation made last year has 
put the town in a more favorable bracket for reimburse- 
ment from state funds. 


While the present year shows a loss of $2,794.48 in 
state revenue which legally is due the town, the pre- 
dicted revenue payable in December, 1951, will repre- 
sent an increase of $2,366.00 more than was due the 
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town in 1949. It is believed possible to finance the neces- 
sary expansion by use of this margin. 

In conclusion, I wish to extend my most sincere 
thanks to the Superintending School Committee, Town 
Officers, Staff of the School Department, and to the 
residents of Scarborough with whom I have had many 
pleasant contacts, for the fine spirit of friendliness and 
cooperation with which they have met my efforts dur- 
ing the year just past.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF 
SCARBOROUGH HIGH SCHOOL 


To the School Committee and Superintendent 
of Schools of Scarborough: 


Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit my second annual report as prin- 
cipal of Scarborough High School. 

The enrollment for the present school year is as 
follows:

The above figures indicate a considerable increase 
over last year and we expect further increases in enroll- 
ment to come. 
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We are offering students of Scarborough High School 
instruction in four areas, College Preparatory for those 
who plan to continue their education beyond high 
school; Commercial for those who intend to go directly 
into business; Industrial Arts for those interested in 
mechanical yocations; and Home Economics for those 
who need training in home making. Within this frame- 
work we can offer a program which will meet the needs 
and interests of most of our pupils. 


We have a considerable number of pupils taking the 
College Preparatory Course. Scarborough High School 
is rated by the Maine State Department of Education 
as a Class A High School. Students who graduate from 
Scarborough High, having made satisfactory records, 
may enter any college on terms equal to any high school 
in the State. 


To increase the effectiveness of our classroom in- 
Struction we are making use of several methods. Of 
particular interest are field trips in which classes and 
groups visit places of interest related to their study. 
These trips have extended as far as the Harvard Mu- 
seum in Cambridge, Mass. All teachers are making use 
of the newer audio-visual aids in their class rooms; 
films, pictures, charts, records, etc., are being used. 
Club activities also tend to broaden our program. 
Learning is in this way carried on in a cooperative man- 
ner by the pupils themselves under the leadership of 
a teacher. Our latest venture is an Art Club which 
meets once a week after school hours. This club has 
twenty-five members and they are receiving instruction 
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in art from a qualified instructor. The expenses are 
borne by the pupils. 


Each year finds a need for increased guidance serv- 
ices. Our program of guidance starts when pupils who 
will enter our school are given assistance in choosing 
wisely their program of study to the time of graduation 
when the student is helped to select a vocation or 
school. This is carried on both in the class room and 
by planned student interviews. One of the most in- 
teresting developments is the Career Day which is held 
in the Spring. On this day we invite leaders of business 
and professions in our area to meet with the students 
and spend the day discussing the opportunities in the 
various fields. 


It should not be overlooked that all of our teachers 
are working on projects beyond their regular duties. 
These are in the nature of academic work or in service 
work both of which are intended to help them in their 
every day work. 


In closing may I express my appreciation to the 
teachers, pupils and parents who have cooperated with 
the school during the past year. May I also say that 
you, as superintendent and members of the school board 
have my thanks for the help you have given me in mak- 
ing this another year of progress for Scarborough High 
School.

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SCARBOROUGH COMMUNITY 
NURSING SERVICE 


To the Board of the Scarborough Community 
Nursing Service and the Citizens of 
the Town of Scarborough: 


As Public Health Nurse I submit a brief summary of 
the work done by the Scarborough Community Nursing 
Service in the past year. 


Visits in the home which include bedside care to 
the ill, education and health supervision to expectant 
mothers, infants and pre-school children totaled 1,214 
calls. Follow-up work in communicable diseases, crip- 
pled children and cardiac disturbances was also in- 
cluded. 


All the State and hospital clinics are still available to 
any who wish to use them and we have several children 
attending the crippled children and heart clinics regu- 
larly. Here the child is given a complete physical ex- 
amination and plans are made with the patient and 
family for further care if necessary. 


Monthly child health conferences were held in the 
nurse’s office in the high school, and, during the year 
160 children were examined by the attending physician. 
Immunization for small pox, diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus was offered with all attending taking 
the advantage of this offer. 


During the year 71 patients were sent for chest X-rays 
and the number included all school personnel, teachers, 
janitors, office help, bus drivers and the nurse. 


Monthly meetings of the nurse and the Board of Di- 
rectors are held in the office and a report of the month’s 
work is given. Problems relating to the service and the 
welfare of the community are discussed. 
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Schools 


729 children were examined by Dr. Haigis, the school 
physician. Those children having any serious defects 
were followed up in the home, the problem discussed 
with the parent and assistance for further care given 
if necessary. 

262 visits were made to schools for the purpose of 
checking the children for communicable disease or 
other illness and to discuss any other problems that 
arise with the teachers. 

There were a few cases of mumps, measles, whooping 
cough and scarlet fever during the year but none of 
these diseases reached serious proportions. Three cases 
of infantile paralysis were reported during the Summer. 
Two of these cases were so mild that they returned 
home after their three weeks’ period of isolation and 
hospitalization was over. One case being more serious 
was given treatment and care at the Hyde Memorial 
Home in Bath after being discharged from the hospital. 

Again the Lions Club and Red Cross generously assist- 
ed in providing glasses for several children and in secur- 
ing clothing and other aid needed. 

Tuberculin testing was done in all the schools and 
269 children received the Patch Test. It was necessary 
for only eight to be X-rayed and some of these were 
re-checks from previous years. 70 children were vac- 
cinated for small pox and 37 received the inoculations 
for diphtheria. 

All children from the fourth grade up through high 
school had their hearing tested with the audimeter. 
565 of these tests were done with few defects being 
found. 

Again for the fifth year we were fortunate to be able 
to hold a dental clinic. This clinic was in operation for 
914 days and 56 children received treatment. As we 
were late in getting started, it was not possible to do all 
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that needed care but we hope to continue the work 
another year. Mrs. Homer assisted the dentist and be- 
sides that gave three days which were devoted to 
cleaning. 

Knowing that dental care is of vital importance to 
the health of the school child, plans were made to pur- 
chase our own dental equipment this year. The Lions 
Club generously donated a chair and the unit was pur- 
chased by the Nursing Service. It is hoped that each 
year we can add to this until we have a fully equipped 
clinic. 

In conclusion may I thank all school personnel, mem- 
bers of the Nursing Board, and the Town Officers for 
their friendly co-operation.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Citizens of Scarborough: 


In submitting my report as Health Officer for the past- 
year I wish to report that the number of cases of con- 
tagious diseases for the year were comparatively low. 
There were only five cases of scarlet fever. The number 
of other diseases were about the same as usual. Whoop- 
ing cough had a long run in the fall but the number of 
cases reported were about the same as usual. It is diffi- 
cult to find out the exact number of cases as many are 
not reported as required. I wish again to call attention 
to the responsibility of families not having attending 
doctors of reporting cases of notifiable diseases as well 
as maintaining prescribed quarantine. 

During the polio epidemic throughout the country 
last year many false rumors of cases and possible 
sources of the disease, mainly at the beaches and pos- 
sible contacts were investigated and some cases con- 
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sulted the district office for instruction. Even water 
found seeping from the rocks at Higgins Beach was 
tested for sewerage or other pollution. 

The sewerage disposal problem continues to be seri- 
ous. Many new houses are being built where soil con- 
ditions and lack of room for proper absorption trenches 
exist. There were the usual calls where these systems 
have failed. However, the problem is solved only tempo- 
rarily and the cost of building and maintaining a public 
sewerage system will be justified in some sections of the 
town in the near future. Constant watch was kept for 
pollution of beaches during the summer but nothing 
was found. 

We still have violations of plumbing inspection laws. 
Many persons installing their own plumbing fail to un- 
derstand that these permits are required in this town. 
In several cases loans on property have been held up 
until inspection slips have been issued. The use of flush 
toilets is being requested for trailers this year. Many 
of the new trailers are being built with compact stain- 
less steel toilet rooms approved by sanitary regulations 
with outside connection installed according to state re- 
quirements. If allowed this would add greatly to the 
comfort and sanitary conditions in trailers. 

Dumping of garbage and other refuse along highways 
and other careless disposal of it continues to be cause 
of many complaints. 

In closing I wish to remind parents of the different 
clinics to be held during the year. Dates to be an- 
nounced. 

Thanking all who have aided in conducting this office 
during the year.

: Section I 
Establishment of Zones 


1. For the purpose of promoting the general welfare 
of the town, conserving the value of land and buildings, 
of regulating and redistricting the location of trades 
and industries, the location of buildings designed for 
specified purposes and for the encouragement of the 
most appropriate use for land throughout the Town, 
the Town of Scarborough is hereby divided into the 
following classes of zones, as shown on a map entitled 
“Zoning Map For Town of Scarborough, Maine,” dated 
August 30, 1949 and filed in the office of the Town Clerk, 
which map is hereby made a part of this ordinance.

The boundaries of said zones are as shown on said 
map. Where the boundary lines apparently follow 
property lines they shall be so interpreted.

Unrestricted Zones 

1. Buildings may be erected, altered or used for any

2. The reconstruction or restoration of any non- 
conforming building which may hereafter be destroyed 
or damaged by fire or other accidental cause, is per- 
mitted provided the extent of damage is less than 75 
per cent of the assessed value of the building before 
the damage and provided that the reconstruction is 
carried out within one year from the damage. 


Section V 
Administration and Enforcement 


1. This ordinance shall be enforced by the Building 
Inspector who shall sign and issue all permits, certifi- 
cates and notices required by it. No permit shall be 
issued for the construction, alteration or moving of any 
building, or part thereof, unless the plans and intended 
use indicate that the building is to conform in all re- 
spects to the provisions of this ordinance. 
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2. The Building Inspector shall be charged with the 
inspection of all buildings and structures hereafter 
erected and with the inspection of all alterations and 
repairs hereafter made in order to determine that the 
use to which such building or alteration is put or in- 
tended to be put shall conform to the uses permitted 
by this ordinance. 


3. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, 
firm or corporation to construct, build, erect or cause to 
be constructed, erected or built, any building or struc- 
ture or to make any additions thereto or alterations 
therein the intended use of which does not conform to 
the uses permitted by this ordinance. It shall also be 
unlawful for any architect, engineer, contractor, build- 
er, sub-contractor, foreman, mason, carpenter, electri- 
cian, employee or other person to violate or assist in 
violating any of the provisions of this ordinance. 


4. It shall be unlawful to use or permit the use of 
any building or structure or any part thereof hereafter 
erected, or altered wholly or partly in its use or struc- 
ture until the Building Inspector shall have issued a 
certificate of occupancy specifying the use to which the 
building upon being sufficiently completed to comply 
with the provisions relating thereto, may be put. 


5. Before the construction, alteration or moving of 
any building or structure or any part thereof shall be 
commenced, the owner, lessee or the architect, con- 
tractor or builder employed by such owner or lessee in 
connection with such proposed construction, alteration 
or moving shall obtain from the Building Inspector a 
building permit covering such proposed construction, 
alteration or moving. Application for such building 
permit shall be made in writing to the Building Inspec- 
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tor and shall be in such forms as the Building Inspector 
Shall provide. Such application shall be accompanied 
by a statement setting forth the intended use of the 
proposed new, altered or moved building, which state- 
ment shall constitute an application for a certificate 
of occupancy. The Building Inspector, if he finds, after 
proper examination, that the completed structure or 
building will comply with the provisions of this ordi- 
mance, Shall issue a certificate of occupancy coinci- 
dently with the building permit. 


6. In the event any person desires hereafter to 
change the use but not the structure of any building or 
structure already erected, he shall apply in writing to 
the Building Inspector for a certificate of occupancy 
setting forth in such application the new use to which 
it is desired to put such building or structure. The 
Building Inspector, if he finds, after proper examina- 
tion, that such new use complies with the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall issue a certificate of occupancy. 


7. In the case of repairs or alterations to existing 
buildings, or structures, the present use of which build- 
ings or structures is in conformity with the provisions 
of this ordinance, and where no change in such present 
use is intended, no building permit, except as provided 
by the Building Code, or certificate of occupancy shall 
be required. 


Section VI 
REFUSAL TO ISSUE PERMITS AND APPEAL 


1. The Selectmen are hereby constituted as a Board 
of Appeals to hear and determine any question arising 
under the Zoning Ordinance. 


2. The term of office of the members of the Board of 
Appeals hereby created, and the mode of their election 
Shall be the same as for Selectmen. 
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3. The Board of Appeals, hereby created, shall have 
the power to promulgate rules and regulations govern- 
ing procedure on appeals. 

4. In case any Selectman is unable to serve on the 
Board of Appeals, due to interest in the subject matter, 
absence from the State, or physical incapacity, his 
vacancy shall be filled by the remaining Selectmen and 
such persons selected shall become an associate member 
of the Board with the same powers and duties as the 
other members of the Board of Appeals. Such person 
shall be a resident of Scarborough. 

5. Any person or taxpayer who is aggrieved by any 
decision of the Building Inspector under the Zoning 
Ordinance of the Town shall have a right of appeal 
which shall be submitted to the Board of Appeals, 
hereby created, in writing within seven days after an 
adverse decision of the Building Inspector. Such appeals 
shall set forth a brief statement of the facts, the de- 
cision of the Building Inspector and the reasons for 
appeal. 

6. The Selectmen acting as the Board of Appeals 
shall forthwith set a time not in excess of seven days 
for a hearing on the appeal at which the person appeal- 
ing and the Building Inspector shall be heard. At such 
hearing, the person appealing and the Building In- 
spector may introduce any evidence pertinent to the 
issue. 

7. -In case the Board of Appeals sustains the de- 
cision of the Building Inspector, the person or taxpayer 
aggrieved shall have the right of further appeal as pro- 
vided in Section 88 of Chapter 80, the Revised Statutes 
of Maine, 1944, as amended. 

8. The Board of Appeals by Majority Vote in hearing 
and determining any appeal brought hereunder shall be 
governed by the policies and provisions set forth in 
said Section 88, as amended. 
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Section VII 
VIOLATIONS 


1. When any person complains that a condition or 
thing exists which is in violation of this ordinance, it 
shall be the duty forthwith of the Building Inspector 
to examine the condition or thing or cause it to be ex- 
amined. A proper record shall be kept of all such com- 
plaints, with the names of the persons making them. 

2. When any violation of any provision of this ordi- 
nance shall be found to exist, whether said violation is 
discovered after complaint or by the Building Inspector, 
on his own initiative, the Building Inspector shall forth- 
with give notice of such violation to the owner of the 
premises in which or on which such violation occurs 
and shall order in writing such change as he shall deem 
necessary to make the use of the premises in question 
conform to the provision or this ordinance. It shall be 
unlawful for any owner not to conform to such orders 
of the Building Inspector within the time set forth in 
such orders. Such notice may be served by causing a 
true copy thereof to be delivered by mail or handed to 
such owner or left at his place of residence or at his or 
its usual place of business in the Town of Scarborough, 
or, if the owner cannot be located by attaching the 
notice to the principal face of the building, the use of 
which is in violation of these ordinances. 

If such owner does not conform to the orders of the 
Building Inspector within the time set forth in such 
notice, the Building Inspector shall inform the Select- 
men of the Town, who shall take immediate steps to 
enforce the provisions of this ordinance by applying for 
an injunction to the proper Court or by any other 
appropriate legal action, which application for injunc- 
tion or other legal action shall not constitute a bar to 
any other proceedings which may be authorized by this 
ordinance. 
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Section VIII 
PENALTIES 


1. Any person or persons, firm or corporation being 
the owner or having control of any building or structure 
or part thereof, who violates any of the provisions of 
this ordinance or fails to obey any order of any officer 
charged with the enforcement of the provisions of this 
ordinance, in relation to the matters and things herein 
contained, or any architect, engineer, contractor, build- 
er, sub-contractor, foreman, plumber, carpenter, elec- 
trician, employee, or other persons who shall assist in 
the violation of this ordinance, or of any certificate, 
order or permit issued thereunder, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
subject to a penalty or a fine of not less than $5.00 nor 
more than $50.00. 


Each and every day on which the person or persons, 
firm or corporation continues to violate the provisions 
of this ordinance, after having been notified of such 
violation, shall constitute a separate offense. 


Section IX 
PERSONAL NON-LIABILITY 


1. Any officer charged with the enforcement of this 
ordinance acting for the Town of Scarborough in the 
discharge of his duties shall not render himself liable 
personally and he is hereby relieved from all personal 
liability for any damage which may accure to persons 
or property as a result of any such act permitted in 
the discharge of his duties.

Section X 
PERMITS FOR NON-CONFORMING USE 

1. If the owner of any property shall desire to put 
such property to a use which is not in conformity with 
the uses permitted by this ordinance, he shall submit a 
petition in writing to the Board of Appeals setting 
forth the location of the property, the type of building, 
if any, desired to be erected thereon, the alterations to 
any existing building, if any are desired to be made, and 
the use of which such new or altered building, if any, 
or the then existing buildings on the premises are in- 
tended to be put. This petition shall be accompanied 
by the consent in writing of two-thirds of all the owners 
of property situated within a radius of seven hundred 
and fifty feet from the center of the building desired 
to be put to a non-conforming use. Upon receipt of such 
petition, the Board of Appeals after satisfying them- 
selves of the authenticity of the petition and the writ- 
ten consents and after holding a public hearing for 
which at least ten (10) days’ notice shall be given in 
the same manner as the notice for Town meetings, 
grant such petition if they find that the use requested 
is not detrimental to the best interests of the Town and 
Shall give notice in writing of their action whether they 
grant or reject the petition and if they grant it they 
shall post a notice thereof in the same manner as other 
Town notices are posted. 


Section XI 
APPLICATION AND VALIDITY 

1. This ordinance shall not interfere with, abrogate, 
annul or repeal any ordinance, rule, regulation or per- 
mit previously or hereafter enacted, adopted or issued, 
pursuant to law, relating to the location, construction 
or use of buildings, provided, however, that unless spe- 
cifically excepted, where this ordinance imposes greater 
restrictions, its provisions shall control. 
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2. The invalidity of any section or provision of this 
ordinance shall not invalidate any other section or pro- 
vision hereof. 


Section XII 
WHEN EFFECTIVE 
1. This ordinance shall take effect when legally 
adopted, in accordance with the provisions of Section 84 
of Chapter 80 of the Revised Statutes of Maine, 1944 
as amended.
